U.S. Explains Alaska Road Choice 


New Jap 


Thrust Is 
Reported

MELBOURNE, March 13. 
—(BUP)—A Japanese thrust 
into the Solomon islands de- 
spite persistent Allied aerial 
counter-blows today indicat- 
ed an attempt ta, cut supply 
lines from America and 
spread a huge pincers around 
northern Australia in prepar- 
ation for an invasion. 

Although Allied bombers (pre- 

sumably including United States 
craft) continued to strike at the 
Japanese invasion bases in the 
north, the most important devel- 
opment appeared to be disclosure 
by the air ministry that a Japan- 
ese naval force was reported off 
Buka island in the Solomon group 
three days ago. 

Nothing further was known re- 
garding this force, which was 
sighted by Australian planes about 
1,000 miles northeast of Australia 
and some 570 miles east of the 
New Guinea invasion bases estab- 
lished by Japan on Huon Gulf: But 
its objective appeared to be the 
long chain of islands including the 
New Hebrides, stretching south- 
eastward toward New Zealand and 
dominating the sea lanes over 
which reinforcements and supplies 
must come from America. 

Regardless of the destination of 

the Japanese fleet off Buka 
island, the eastward rush by the 
enemy was regarded here as de- 
signed to extend the eastern 
prong of the pincers, 

If, the enemy is successful in ex- 
tending and consolidating its hold 
in the Solomons the threat to sea 
lines from America would be in- 
creased greatly and the Japanese 
efforts to make New Guinea @ base 
for invasion of the north coast of 
Australia would be facilitated.

Allies ‘Will Enter 
Air Training Plan

OTTAWA, March 13.—The Com- 

monwealth Air Training Plan is be- 
ing broadened to make it the United 
Nations Air Training Plan, it was 
learned here, though the change is 
not officially confirmed and the de- 
tails are not disclosed. 

In describing Canada’s war effort 
on a United Nations broadcast from 
Washington this week, the Canadian 
minister, Hon, Leighton McCarthy, 
stated that British air training pro- 
gram in Canada would shortly be- 
come the United Nations Air Train- 
ing Plan. 

Since the United States entered 
the war, discussions have been held 
by Canadian and American author- 
ities regarding use of Canadian air 
training facilities for US. needs. 
No arrangement of this kind has 
been announced, and now it is ex- 
pected that a broader plan to take 
in air recruits from all members of 
the United Nations alliance will be 
worked out.

Sons Tell Of 
Violent Death 
Murder Trial

RED DEER, March 13.—A tale 
of sudden and violent death was 
unfolded in police court here Fri- 
day by two sone of Charles H. 
Bennett, 65-year-old Rocky 
Mountain House farmer, who is 
being given preliminary hearing 
before Magistrate M. Millard 
on a charge of murdering his son- 
in-law and neighbor, Theodore 
DeVitt, in August, 1938. 

Bennett, his tall, lean frame 
slightly bent, sat quietly in the 
dock without any visible sign of 
emotion, as his sons testified they 
had seen their father fire two bul- 
lets into DeVitt’s skull and then 
club him to death with a hammer. 


SHOOTING ALLEGED 

A mild stir was created in the 
courtroom when witnesses, under 
cross-examination, stated that Ben- 
nett’s daughter Florence, who had 
married DeVitt, had died as a re- 

sult of a shooting affray between 
husband and wife. 

At the time of her death in Red 
Deer hospital Mrs, DeVitt was al- 
leged to have made a statement: 
on her death-bed that the wound 
which ended her life had been 
accidentally inflicted while she 
was hunting ducks on s creek 
near her home. 

Bennett's sons declared that on 
the day of the murder DeVitt ap-

Seven Sentenced

Federal Judge Henry W. Goddard 
today sentenced seven persons—de- 
fendants in the first spy trial since 
the United States entered the war 
~—to a total of 117 years in prison 
for espionage conspiracy. 

Three were given 20 years’ im- 
prisonment each; three others, in- 
cluding a woman, 15 years each, and 
one 12 years. 

Judge Goddard, in passing sen- 
tence, told the defengants he was 
“not only punishing you for your 
treachery," but ‘warning others 
like you that such acts will not be 
tolerated.”

MOSCOW, March 13. A 
—(AP)—Red Star, voice of | 


the Soviet army, declared to- |

Dispatches from the front said 
the Germans were trying desper- 
ately to hold on, counter-attack- 
ing repeatedly and at heavy cost, 
but that the Red army still push- 
ed steadily, if slowly, to the west. 

Reports from the southern front 
said Marshal Timoshenko’s Donets 
Basin offensive, instead of being 
halted by the counter attacks, had 
wiped out two strong points and 
swept on into an unidentified town 
where German bodies littered the 
streets after a fierce fight. 


BREAK RUMANIAN ATTACK 

Elsewhere on the southern front 
Russian artillery fire was said to 
have broken up a Rumanian coun- 
ter attack. 

The German counter-blows were 
described as hardest in the Staraya 
Russa area where the German 16th 
Army is trapped and desperate, 
but that these, too, were said to 
have failed. 

On the central front, where the 
Red army is driving past Vyasms 
and Rzhev toward Smolensk, 
three companies of the 365th 
Regiment of the German 211th 
Infantry Division were kiHed 
attempting ‘a counter-attack and 
a reserve battalion of the same 
division was wiped out, the Rus- 
slans said, 

They also reported a German ski 
battalion destroyed. 

“The enemy is sustaining heavy 
losses in war equipment and man 
power,” the Soviet information 
bureau reiterated. 


Curtin Sends 
Imnortant Note 
To Roosevelt 


CANBERRA, Australia, March 
13,—(BUP)—Prime Minister John 
Curtin confirmed today that he 
had sent an important message to 
President Roosevelt and it was 
understood that a formal reply 
was awaited. 

The message, which may have 
concerned United Nations use of 
Australia as an offensive as well as 
defensive base, was delivered to Mr. 
Roosevelt by Minister Richard 
Casey at Washington. 

Casey was understood to have 
reported back to Curtin but the 
Prime Minister also is awaiting a 
formal reply from the President. 

There recently have been many 

suggestions in authoritative sources 
here that a United Nations offensive 
based on Australia is the best possi- 
ble defence against the steadily in- 
creasing threat of Japanese invas- 
fon. 

At the same time, the Australiahs 
need large supplies of war equip- 
ment, especially airplanes and 
tanks, to withstand the expected 
enemy drive from the north.

LONDON, March 13. —+ 


(CP) — The Admiralty said 
today that three German sub- 
marines announced sunk Jan. 
3 in a “sustained and deter- 
mined” attack on a British 
convoy were the U-131, U-434 
and U-574, all commissioned 
in 1941. 

The announcement seid the U- 
574 was destroyed during the 
morning of Dec. 18, 1941, by the 
British escort vessel Stork, after 
the raider had attacked the con- 
voy and sunk the former United 
States destroyer Stanley. 

The Stanley had taken part the 
previous day in the destruction of 
the U-434. 

The admiralty said it was “Worthy 
of note that each of thése three U- 
boats had been in commission 
nearly six months but the aggre- 
gate success achieved by all three 
consisted in sinking H.M.S. Stanley 
and one merchant ship.” 


RAMMED BY STORK 

The U-574 was rammed by the 
Stork, the admiralty said, after her 
motors had been put out of action 
by depth charges. 

“Her commander was reluctant 
to bring the ship to the surface and 
it is reported that a heated alter- 
cation broke out between the of- 
ficers before the commanding of- 
ficer was forced to give the order 
to blow the tanks,” the statement 
said. 

Two officers, including the com- 
mander, and 25 men, of a total of 
43 aboard the U-574, were saved 
and now are prisoners of war, the 
admiralty said. 

The U-131 had a complement of 
48 officers and men, all of whom 
were saved, the admiralty said. 

All but two of those aboard the 
U-434 were reported saved and 
taken prisoner, including the com- 
mander.

There is no guarantee how long 
the gasoline unit will remain at five 
gallons, it was said, and this has 
been emphasized repeatedly to the 
public. The rate of tanker sinkings 
along the eastern American coast 
is likely to restrict supplies in 
Eastern Canada, while shipping 
shortage will throw a greater bur- 
den on domestic production in Al- 
berta. 

OU control officials have dis- 
covered, it was learned, that the 
Canadian motering public in- 
cludes a great number of chisel- 
ters who have applied for higher 
ration category than they are en- 
titled to.

For Motor Cars 


OTTAWA March 13—(CP)—A 
new price policy under which a 
uniform pricing system for auto- 
mobiles has been’ established 
across Canada was announced 
Thursday night by the munitions 
and supply department, © 
One source said the order would 
mean lower prices for automobiles 
at points in the east and west most 
distant from automobile plants. 

While addition of freight charges 
to the uniform price will result in 
variation of prices across the coun- 
try the differences will not be as 
great as at present it was pre- 
dicted. 


PAY SAME PRICE 

After March 16 every pugchaser 
of a. new motor vehicle; will pay, the 
samé “price “apart*~ from ~ freight 
charges, for any given model, of, any 
given make, regardless of where in 
Canada the sale is made, 

The new order was Issued by J. 
H. Berry, motor vehicle con- 
troller, approved by R. C. Berkin- 
shaw, chairman of the wartime 
industries control board, and con- 
curred in by Donald Gordon, 
chairman of the wartime prices 
and trade board. 

*To the established retail price at 
| the manufacturer's plant, or at his 
headquarters in Canafla, the deale: 
will add a charge to cover an agreed 
transportation cost from the factory 
to the dealer's location, plus’ 4 
| charge of $25 per passenger car o7¢ 
motorcycle, or $35 per truck or bus, 
to cover the unloading and the ser- 
vicing that is necessary before de- 
livery,” the depariment’s statement 
said. 

UNIFORM SYSTEM 

“Under this new price policy.” 
said Mr. Berry, “a uniform automo- 
bile pricing system has- been estab- 
lished for the whole Dominion." 

Production of passenger auto- 
mobiles for civilian use has been 
ordered haited effective March 
31, automatically limiting the 
number of cars to which the uni- 
form price plan can be applied. 

Motorcycles and trucks, to which 
the order also applies, will still be 
manufactured but production is 
being reduced and capacity of 
plants engaged in manufacturing 
these vehicles will be devoted 
largely to meeting war needs,

proached the Bennett farm and that 
the accused had come to meet him 
with a .22 calibre rifle firmly 
clutched in his hands, 

Then, according to the evidence 
of James Gordon Bennett, 16, the 
younger son, Bennett aimed his 
rifle and fired point blank at De- 
Vitt. The youth declared that he 
had seen the shooting from a win- 
dow in the home. 

“He then dashed into the house 
and seizing a hammer, returned to 
where DeVitt lay on the ground, 
and clubbed him over the head re- 
peatedly,” witness said. 


BITTER FEUD 


Howard Dale, 18 the older Ben- 
nett boy, gave similar evidence, and 
revealed under examination by 
Crown Prosecutor John Quigg: that 
a bitter feud had been in progress 
between DeVitt and Bennett, a for- 
mer Kentuckian, 

Evidence was alvo given that 
DeVitt had been sentenced to jail 
for making an attack on a member 
of the Bennett family and had in 
fact disappeared while out on bail 
pending an appeal from the con- 
viction, He had been missing for 
nearly three and a half years, and 
No trace whatever was found of 
him until a squad of R-C.M.P. 
under Det. Sgt. F. A. Broadribb 
uncovered bis body from a crude 
gtave on the Bennett farm only 
three weeks age : 

Dr. John W. Macgregor, assistant 
pathologist at the University of Al- 
berta, who performed a post-mor- 
tem examination, declared he had 
found two bullet wounds in the 
dead man’s skull. One was in the 
back and the other on the right | 
hand side. There was also evidence 
of a skull fracture, caused by a} 
heavy blow, he said. 

Witnesses were subjected to a 
strenuous cross-examination by J. 
R. McClure, defence counsel, who 
brought out that both Bennett and 
DeVitt had held a great contempt 
for each other, which gradually de- 
veloped into bitter hatred. 
COULDN'T SHOOT SELF 

At the time of his daughter's 
death, Bennett is alleged to have 
stated that the girl could not have 
shot herself. “She didn’t know the 
first thing about firearms and never 
had a rifle in her hands,” he said. 

The girl received the fatal wound 
only three months after she had 
married DeVitt. At that time, ac- 
cording to police, DeVitt had re- 
turned home from work and found 
his wife sitting on the steps of her! 
home, mortally wounded. He ‘is 
said to have rushed her to the Red 
Deer hospital where she made the 
statement on her death bed. 

The hearing is continuing.

“It’s Easy to Pay the National Way”

A mild winter and the early arrival 
of springlike weather has made build- 
ing possible at a time of year when con- 
struction work in this part of the world 
is usually confined to the making of 
plans, As a result the in-between sea- 
gon in Edmonton has been short, house- 
building was continued late in the fall 
and is again under way. It is stated 
that 35 houses are now in course of 
erection in the city. The prospect is 
that the activity will spread rapidly as 
spring opens and that mid-summer 
will find the building trades very busy, 
possibly busier than they were last 
summer. A new record in house-build- 
ing is not at all impossible this year, is 
in fact rather suggested by the in- 
creased sales of city-owned lots to in- 
tending builders. 

Need, not speculation, is the driving 
force behind the construction cam- 
paign which began two or three years 
ago and shows no sign of slackening. 
Houses and apartments are scarce, to 
the point of being obtainable only with 
difficulty. But for control measures 
rentals would be phenomenal. The de- 
mand is fully up to the supply, where- 
fore the house-building is likely to go 
on at a fast pace, perhaps a faster pace 
than we have yet seen. 


Canada Is Where Australia Was 


In Australia every man from 18 
years of age to 65 is under military 
orders. Those of suitable age and phy- 
sical fitness are in the fighting forces; 
the others are in labor battalions, under 
military command, and at military 
rates of pay. Women are being drafted 
into industry to free the men for these 
duties. 

If outside criticism is in order, it 
must be that Australia is late in thus 
going on a complete war footing. It 
should have done so three months ago, 
when the Japanese “march to the 
south” began. A Melbourne despatch 
says 200,000 persons are now employed 
in munitions factories in the Dominion. 
It is obvious that two or three times 
that number would be nearer the re- 
quirements—and a million none too 
many. 

‘Canada is now in the position Aus- 
tralia was in three months ago. With 
the difference that the war has not yet 
headed definitely in our direction, But 
with this difference also, that if Japan 
is to win it must strike in this direction, 
for only by smashing the power of the 
United States could it dictate peace— 
and Canada is the logical base from 
which to launch an attack on the re- 
public. 

Is Canada going to profit by Aus- 
tralia’s experience and take in timeethe 
measures that country is now taking to 
put itself in a state of full defence? 
This is the question with which our 
Government, military directors, and the 
public are confronted. 

We may have even less time than 
Australia had to prepare to meet an on- 
slaught. For the Japanese command 
may think it good strategy to stall on 
the Java front, leave Australia for fu- 
ture attention, and strike at once at 
this half-armed continent, in hope of 
gaining a quick decision. If Hitler has 
any say in the matter that is what they 
will probably do. 


Stalin And The Bankers 


So Stalin is in league with the 
bankers. Hitler says so. He said it in 
a letter to his Beer Cellar gang on the 
occasion of the anniversary of the 
founding of the Nazi order of infamy, 
being himself somewhere in the wilds 
of Russia, too busy telling his army 
where to retreat to foregather with his 
pals at the scene of the famous bomb 
explosion. 

He plans, so he explained, to get 
another million, or two or three mil- 
lions, of Germans killed off this spring, 
in order to settle up “with that con- 
spiracy which was hatched in the bank- 
ing houses of the plutocrats and 
extended to the vaults of the Kremlin.” 

Just when this unnatural alliance 
between the Plutocrats and the Com- 
munists was framed the Fuehrer does 
not say. Supposedly it must have 
occurred, if at all, some time before 
last June, for that was the month in 
which he suddenly double - crossed 
Stalin and launched his blitzkrieg at 
his partner in the munitions business. 
But that cannot be either, for has not 
Herr Hitler told us times without 
number that Germany was obliged to 
take up arms because it had no place 
in the sun, no resources for ita in- 
dustrial machine—nothing, that is to 
say, worth stealing? 

The Plutocrats and the Commun- 
ists, so runs the tale, joined in a con- 
spiracy to loot Germany—which had 
nothing to be looted. Maybe Nazi 
youths can be got to believe the Com- 
munists capable of such. idiocy, but 
hard-headed German businessmen know 
that isn't at all the sort of deal Pluto- 
crats could be got to waste money on. 


oo 
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Whatever the manpower situation 
may be, Herr Hitler is apparently run- 
ning short of reasons to explain to the 
German people why he sacrificed three 
or four—or six— million German 
soldiers in his attack on Russia, There 
certainly was no Plutocrat-Communist 
conspiracy on the 22nd of last June, 
when Hitler launched his attack.

Riom Hears The Truth 


Leon Blum, former premier of 
France, told his accusers at Riom some 
plain truths about the origin of the 
war. That his statement will prove to 
be a good defence by securing his ac- 
quittal or minimizing the punishment 
imposed upon him is not likely, but it 
will give him a high place in the esteem 
of people everywhere who respect truth 
and value courage. Everyone, none 
better than himself, knows that Hitler 
forced war upon France—and Europe 
—but not everyone would have the 
hardihood to face the court at Riom 
and say 80. 

That tribunal was not set up to 
make a judicial investigation of the 
cause of the war, nor to ‘assess blame 
for the defeat of France. It was creat- 
ed as the instrument through which 
punishment could be imposed, under 
the guise of administering justice, upon 
the men who attempted to frustrate the 
Fuehrer’s plans by arming France to 
defend herself. To have thus played 
the role of patriot is the crime for which 
Blum and Daladier and the othera are 
called to answer. 

If—as is pretended—the purpose 
was to affix blame for the position in 
which France now is, Weygand and Pe- 
tain should be among the accused, and 
the names of Darlan and Laval should 
head the list. These omissions con- 
demn the proceedings as nothing better 
than head-hunting and the “court” as 
nothing but a vengeance squad.

He had been . in 
public life continuously for nearly fifty 
years, for forty-four years a member 
of the Senate. No member of the upper 
house was more highly esteemed by 
his associates, while the public will 
long remember the Senator particular- 
ly for his whole-hearted support of the 
League of Nations, in season and out.

Vichy Continues To Aid The Axis Under Secret Pact 


Petain’s Prom'ses Must Be View- ‘ 
ed in Light of Marshal’s Past 
Performances 


By VICTOR M. BIENSTOCK

Marshal Petain’s latest assurances to 
President Roosevelt that the Vichy Regime 
will not relinquish control or use of the 
French Fleet to the Axis Powers, and will 
give no military assistance to them, must 
be viewed in the light of past promises and 
performances by the men of Vichy. 

The letter handed to American Am- 
bassador Leahy in Vichy reaffirmed the 
will of the Vichy Regime “to abstain from 
any action, under reservation of the ob- 
ligations resulting to it from the armistice 
agreements, which would not be in con- 
formity with the position of neutrality in 
which it had been placed since June, 1940, 
and which it intended to maintain.” 

What the gbligations of the French 
Government under the armistice agree- 
ment are, no one except the Germans and 
some Vichy officials know. The existence 
of secret clauses in the armistice agree- 
ment is admitted in Vichy and was put 
forward as justification for the stand taken 
by the Vichy Regime in permitting the 
German Air Force to use bases in man- 
dated Syria for operations against the 
Allies in Iraq last year. There was nothing 
in the published text of the agreement to 
make the French comply with German 
demands there. 

There is also the fact that pro-Axis 
elements high in the Vichy Regime inter- 
pret Vichy obligations in a very elastic 
manner and are ready and willing to make 
concessions to the Germans which only 
the widest and most liberal interpretations 
of the armistice agreement dictate. 


Assurances 


Tf, as Acting Secretary of State Welles 
declares, the relations between the United 
States and the Vichy Regime are predi- 
cated on the latter’s formal assurances 
that the French Government “in its rela- 
tions with the Axis Powers will not exceed 
the terms of its armistice agreements with 
those powers, and, in particular, will in no 
wise relinquish to those powers any con- 
trol over or any use of French territorial 
possessions nor any contro] over nor use 
of the French fleet,” then the United States 
should receive from the Vichy Regime a 
clear statement of its full obligations to 
the Axis under the armistice agreements 
under both published and secret clauses 
and the extent to which, according to the 
interpretation of the dominant Vichy ele- 
ment, the Vichy Regime is committed to 
the aid of the Axis Powers. 

The United States today has a very 
serious interest in French North Africa 
and such potential enemy bases as Dakar. 
The security of the Western Hemisphere 
makes it imperative that these bases not be 
placed at the disposal of our foes. Marshal 
Petain’s assurances to President Roosevelt, 
as they stand now, are no assurance at all 
that the Vichy Regime will not hand over 
Dakar and other bases to the Nazis. For, 
just as in the case of Syria, the Vichy Re- 
gime can explain that it was obligated to 
do so under the terms of the armistice 
agreements, 

That the Vichy Regime has. made 
sweeping concessions to the Axis powers 
far beyond the obligations imposed on it 
by the armistice agreements is conceded 
in informed Vichy quarters. One of 


France's outstanding authorities on inter- 
national law, a man who was charged with 
legal interpretation of the armistice agree- 
ment for the Vichy Foreign Office—and a 
man in a position to know the full extent 
to which the agreements committed his 
country—resigned his post as juridical ad- 
viser to the regivae in protest against this 
policy of concessions. 


Exposure 

The letter which Prof, Jules Basdevant 
sent to Marshal Petain last summer, and 
which the Vichy authorities unsuccessfully 
attempted to suppress, was an authorita- 
tive expose of the policy followed by the 
Vichy Regime which must be studied by 
everyone seeking to understand the role of 


Vichy France in this war and the policy 
Washington has adopted toward it. 

In brief, Prof, Basdevant warned: the 
old Marsha] that his second-in-command, 
pro-Nazi Admira) Francois Darlan, was 
depriving France of the protection due it 
under international law and the rules of 
neutrality by following a policy which 
held France to be a country which had un- 


conditionally surrendered instead of hav- 
ing laid down its arms in accordance with 
definite terms embodied in an armistice 
agreement. 

Interpretation by the Vichy Regime of 
France’s obligations to the Axis under the 
armistice agreements, this international 
authority declared, went far beyond those 
actually involved in the agreements in 
favor of Germany. He reminded Petain 
that while his Government was obliged to 
discharge its commitments under the Arm- 
istice scrupulously, it had the paramount 
duty of protecting for France what France 
was not obliged to yield. 

This, he declared, the Government had 
failed to do. 

Since Prof. Basdevant penned this 
warning to Petain last summer, there has 
been no change in the position of Vichy. 
As this jurist warned the marshal, each 
concession to the Reich would be followed 
by further demands which would be diffi- 
cult to reject on the basis of the juridical 
precedents in previous concessions, This 
has proven to be the case and the Vichy 
Regime, in the person of Petain himself, 
has yielded further concessions to the

dead cats which have been slung at Britain 
hy other allies and the dominions. 

As far as domestic British criticism is 
concerned, it has not béen forgotten by 
most people that two of the greatest critics 
among the press, the London Daily Mail 
and the London Daily Express were, re- 
spectively, during the days of Ethiopia, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria, the leading 
pro-Axis organ and the country’s principal 
isolationist and “there ain’t going to be 
any war” proponent in the critical days of 
1938 and 1939. 

The Dutch have kept their tempers 
pretty well during the desperate days of 
the East Indies campaign but even they 
have hinted, through official spokesmen 
and foreign correspondents, that they have 
been let down because the Allies did not 
rush greater reinforcements to Java. 


Russia Silent 


The Russians are playing their cards 
close to their chests but even in their case 
there have been indications of discomfi- 
ture and, of all things, disillusionment. 

It has been hinted by such newspapers 
as the London Times that the Russians 
must fee] hurt because they are not given 
a wartime agreement with Britain and the 
United States, guaranteeing them certain 
borders following the war. 

There have been no outspoken com- 
plaints about allied shipments to Russia 
which, in the present circumstances, ap- 
pear far more important than any treaty 
or treaties that could be signed. 

The din of recriminations has been 
completed by natural but occasionally 
confusing shouts from India and Austra- 
lia. As a people who have been exploited 
by the British for 100 years, in return for 
certain benefits, the Hindus could be ex- 
pected to try to exploit the present situa- 
tion to secure their freedom. 

At the same time, it is impossible to see 
how the present eampaign, which is ac- 
companied by accentuation of Hindu- 
Moslem differences in India itself, is going 
to save India no matter how soon a Satis- 
factory agreement is reached. 

One slight hope is that the Japanese 
will be so frightened by India’s internal 
uproar that they will regard the country 
as a sort of plague and stay away. 


Australia 


As Australia’s position has grown more 
acutely serious its statesmen have tended 
to temper their outbursts against Britain 
and to martial the country for its own self- 
defence, 

At one time feelings were aroused to 
such a pitch that people began to discuss, 
half seriously, the possibility that the com- 
monwealth, at the very moment when it 
relied more than ever on British-American 
assistance, might be inclined to break 
away from the Empire. j 

While the newspapers continue to re- 
port choruses of Bronx cheers from the 
Allied countries, they are conspicuous for 
absence of similar news from Germany, 
Italy and Japan and—for that matter— 
from Russia, the only Allied country 
which so far has been able to achieve any 
victory, 

Students of public morale are begin- 
ning to wonder if it may not be a case of 
cause and effect.

The Vichy Regime is permitting and, in 
fact, encouraging the enlistment of French 
citizens in both the so-called “Free Zone” 
and in Occupied France, for service with 
the German army in German uniform, on 
the eastern front against Russia, Marshal 
Petain himself has approved of this move 
and has encouraged Frenchmen to enlist 
in this legion. } 

Reliable reports from France indicate 
that the Vichy Regime is seeking to or- 
ganize recruitment of Frenchment to serve 
under German officers to “police” the 
western coastal district of Occupied 
France, thus relieving German troops of 
this duty for service on the eastern front. 
This, too, is giving military aid to “one of 
the belligerents”, st 

British intelligence authorities, neutral 
observers in North Africa and other de- 
pendable sources have revealed that 
French territory and bases in North Africa 
have been used by the Axis armies in 
North Africa for supply routes, French 
shipping has carried German technicians 
and supplies to North Africa. American 
observers have disclosed German activities 
in the French territories beyond the ob- 
ligations publicly known to have been im- 
posed by the armistice terms. These are 
facts which have to be considered in ap- 
praising Petain’s Jatest pledge.

You can fool some of the peo- + 


ple some of the time but no “Misa” 
or ‘Mrs.” can talk her way out of 
being of “the weaker sex” in one 
regard. Whether she is slim and 
wiry, or whether she is a “big 
girl now” of the husky out door 
type, 8 woman is a poor specimen 
88 a blood donor, according to the 
prolonged experience of the Red 
Cross. 


Inquiries were made, Friday, as 
to why women are not being ac- 
cepted in the blood-donors cam- 
paign in Edmonton, and some fool- 
proof reasons were. presented. 


HOW THEY REACT 

Slim women, it seems, re-act tc 
donation of blood in the same way 
as do boys of the 18-years-old group, 
that is that only one transfusion of 
300 ¢.c.'s per year is possible. Boys 
who are under 21 are rejected by 
the Red Cross, because they are 
still growing, and in the circum- 
stances it is difficult to reproduce 
the blood without unfortunate re- 
sults. 

Husky women, the sad story goes 
on, are all right, but the trouble is 
that their veins are so small and 
are “covered with lots of flesh.” 
The difficulty of finding the veins 
slows up the process of taking the 
blood and fewer numbers can there. 
fore be handled, 

From experience even husky wo- 
men can only give blood twice a 
year, as a class, but the vein con- 
dition makes them less suitable. 

So, civilian women, who are anxi- 
ous to help the war effort will have 
to exclude the donations of blood 
from their fields of patriotic activi- 
ties.

Acreage Claims 
Payment Pending 


About 5,000 claims of farmers 
who have applied for assistance 
under the acreage reduction bonus 
plan, have had their claims held up, 
W. C. Barrie, director in charge of 
prairie farm assistance under three 
Dominion acts, stated Thursday. 

Mr, Barrie stated that total pay- 
ments to Alberta farmers under the 
bonus plans amounts to nearly 
$14,000,000, with $8,403,812 reaching 
the farmers’ pockets under the 
acreage reduction plan and the bal- 
ance under the Prairie Farm Assist- 
ance Act and the Prairie Farm In- 
come Act. 


CLAIMS HELD UP 
There were about 6,000 claims 


held up because the farmers had 
not qualified for the bonus, Mr. 
Barrie said. Most of these were in 
the special areas section and in 
other parts of Southern Alberta. 
More than 1,000 such claims had 
been adjusted during the past week, 
leaving 5,000 still to be adjusted.
